Kurokawa et al (USPN 5,698,317) teaches a biaxially oriented laminate comprising a 
polypropylene base layer, a discharge-treated polyolefin mixed resin layer containing crystalline 
polypropylene and a petroleum or terpene resin additive in an amount of 5-30wt%, a vapor 
deposited metal layer formed on the discharge-treated polyolefin mixed resin layer, and a heat- 
seal layer formed on the surface of the base layer opposite the surface of the polyolefin mixed 
resin layer; wherein the petroleum and/or terpene resin additive is utilized to improve adhesion to 
the vapor deposited metal layer, and wherein the polyolefin mixed resin layer may further

comprise lubricants. Kurokawa et al do not teach or render obvious the polyolefm wax additives 
as instantly claimed to enhance adhesion between the resin layer and the metal layer such that the 
film has a metal adhesion of 2 or more.
